Budget Bill Advanced To Floor 


Proposal Boosted 
Some $2.5 Million 


. . . From Governor's Version

Alter two months ol work, the Ap- 


propnations Committee Thursday sent to 
the tloor of the Legislature an operational 
budget 
hill slightly larger than the 


proposal authored by Gov. J. James 
Kxon 


The estimated increase in 'state tax 


tunds is some $2.5 million. 


The document, an amended version ot 


LB259. Kion's hudget bill, sailed out of 
the committee on a 9-0 vote 


Prior to a series ot committee changes, 


the budget proposal provided for the 
expenditure ot some $563.4 million tor 
the operation ot state government during 
fiscal 1973-74 


State tax support from the general fund 


prior to amendment was pegged at $227 8 
million. 


Exact figures in the committee's 


proposal will not be avialble for day, but 
a running total ot daily alterations 
pointed toward a $2.5 million general 
tund hike. 


Removed trom the bill was all funding 


tor technical community colleges. The 
committee decided that appropriations 
decision should await legislative action on 
a number ot pending proposals to revamp 
the new statewide system 


Prior to advancing the bill, the com- 


mittee increased state tax support for the 
four state colleges by $463.594 


Also accepted was an amendment to 


divide $550,000 in unused funds from the 
defunct State Commission tor Higher 
Education Aid (an agency scrapped on 
constitutional grounds) to provide 
scholarships 
at the University ot 


Nebraska and the state colleges. 


The colleges would receive $300.000 A 


$100.000 allotment would go to Nil's Lin- 
coln campuses a and $150.000 to the 
University ot Nebraska at Omaha 


A $50.000 appropriation was approved 


to launch a task for< e studv to evaluate 
the future academic role of the colleges at 
Kearnev Ch.idion. Wavne and Peru 


The committee indicated general disap- 


proval for Exon's proposed tuition in- 
crease at the colleges, but the budget bill 
apparently will be written in such a 
manner that the Board of Trustees can 
move to that level ot student charges if it 
wishes to increase its total income 
figures. 


In any event a tuition hike will be 


required to fully fund the approved 
budget 


Exon proposed that resident tuition be 


raised from $12 10 to $15 50 per credit 
hour The board originally recommended 
an increase to $13, then pronded the com- 
mittee with a compromise proposal to 
move to $13 50. 


Neither of the board's proposals would 


be sufficiently high to fully fund the 
budget A general fund increase of $618.- 
112, 
recommended 
by the legislative 


fiscal staff, rather than $463.594. would 
have been necessary to fully fund the cash 
income ditference between the gover- 
nor's tuition recommendation and the 
compromise proposed by the trustees. 


All tuition proposals would also in- 


crease nonresident fees and wipe out the 
free credit hour zone. 


The committee decided that the $463.- 


594 addition could be used by the trustees 
either 
to reduce the governor's 


recommended tuition hike improve the 
quahtv of instructional programs or 
restore budget items rejected by Exon 


None of the money could be used "for 


the development of new programs " 


The general fund boost compares to a 


$1,960,257 addition sought by the trustees 
in an alternative budget plan presented to 
the committee Thursday. Exon had sliced 
some $3 million form the original general 
fund request.

Dean Probably Lied 
To Agent, Gray Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Acting FBI 


Director L Patrick Gray III conceded 
Thursday that White House counsel John 
W Dean III probably lied to one of his 
agents during the Watergate investiga- 
tion 


The disclosure came when Sen Robert 


B\id. D-W Va . asked Gray if Dean had 
lied to an FBI agent last June in saying he 
would have to check to see if Watergate 
defendant E Howard Hunt had an office 
in the White House, when in fact, he 
knew he had one 


"After looking back and making a 


minute examination ot the record. I 
would have to conclude that that's 
probably correct." said Gray, who is 
seeking confirmation as permanent FBI 
director after Serving nearly 11 months as 
acting director 


Dean told the FBI agent during an in- 


terview with White House aide Charles 
W Colson he would tr\ to determine it 
Hunt had an office at the White House 
That occurred only three days after he 
issued instructions to have a safe in 
Hunt's office opened and the contents, in- 
cluding a gun and some electronic equip- 
ment, be placed in his custody 


On June 27. Dean turned the contents 


of Hunt's safe over to the FBI 


Hunt and six others face sentencing 


Fridav for the bugging and burglary of 
Democratic national headquarters 


Byrd told newsmen that Gray's admis- 


sion is "a startling one. especially in view 
of the fact that he continued to provide 
Dean with raw facts from the FBI s 
files." 


Byrd said it is "an amazing, incredible 


thing" that Gray would continue to 
provide FBI information to Dean, whom 
the West Virginia Democrat described as 
having an "element of ubiquity" in the 
Watergate investigation 


A statement issued by the White House 


press office said "Mr Dean flatly denies 
that he ever misled, or as Sen. Byrd 
suggests, lied to an agent of the FBI 


"Mr Dean recalls that in June of 1972 


as FBI agents were departing his office, 
he was asked whether or not they could 
visit Mr Hunt's office. He said he would 
check—the question, as Dean recalls, did 
not relate to whether Mr. Hunt ever had 
an office in the BOB." 


"The reference to Mr Dean." the 


White House statement went on. "is 
reprehensible, unfortunate, unfair and in- 
correct." 


After further grilling by Sen. John V. 


Tunney, D-Calif.. Gray was again excused 
and the hearings were adjourned until 
Chairman James 0. Eastland. D-Miss., 
issues a call for their resumption 
Eastland said he would not expect that to 
be at least for a few days 


Tunney also zeroed in on Dean's role in 


the Watergate investigation and said 
Gray's disclosure that the White House 
counsel apparently lied to FBI agents last 
year "represents to me a quintessential 
point of the whole hearing process—the 
appearance of Dean " 


In questioning Gray, Tunney said his 


nomination may hinge on Dean testifying 
and asked the FBI director if he would 
want Dean to appear before the com- 
mittee 


"The President has to make that 


decision." said Gray "I have no contribu- 
tion to make to that kind of decision That 
is one solely for the President ' 


Gray also told Tunney that he had 


refused administration offers to help to 
gam Senate confirmation 


"I have to sit here in this pit and per- 


suade the United States Senate myself, ' 
said Gray 


Tunney told Gray that his vote on the 


nomination is "not going to rest on your 
integrity It would be on the basis of your 
independence from the White House. ' 


Tunney told newsmen he believed 


Gray's nomination is in grave doubt 


"it we had to vote. Gray would not 


receive a sufficient number of votes." 
said Tunney "He may get eight, but I am 
sure he would not get nine " 


Tunney declined to give a breakdown 


of how he felt the 16-member committee 
would cast its ballots. Nine votes are 
necessary for confirmation 


Gray has maintained that he supplied 


the FBI data to Dean in his role as 
counsel to the President while Dean was 
conducting a separate Watergate in- 
vestigation to determine if any White 
House aides were involved 


After questioning Gray for two hours. 


Byrd repeated earlier statements that he 
would not vote for nim to be FBI direc- 
tor 


"I think that the image of the FBI has 


suffered, in view of all the developments 
which occurred during his acting direc- 
torsh'p 
and I t h i n k that the 


professionalism, morale and efficiency of 
the FBI have likewise suffered, as has 
public confidence in the FBI." Byrd said

Teacher Pay Negotiations 
Apparently Grind To Halt

Negotiations between Lincoln 


teachers and the Board ot 
Education apparently ground to 
a halt Thursday afternoon, even 
though no bargaining talks have 
been held tor two weeks 


Signaling an almost 
certain 


stalemate in* the sessions was an 
action by the Lincoln Education 
Association Council, which 
directed its negotiators to stick 
to its last request. 


The resolution adopted by the 


LKA governing body on a 36 to 
20 vote, said the teachers group 
would declare an "impasse" un- 
less the school board negotiators 
accept the last LEA offer and 
agree to institute an "index" 
salary schedule 


Board Adamant 


Since the Lincoln board has 


steadfastly refused over the 
years to agree to the index con- 
cept, the LEA action apparently 
brings to an end this year's talks 


Furthermore, LEA 
Council 


members and negotiators who 
attended the Thursday meeting 
seemed to sense that there is lit- 
tle liklihood the school board 
would approve 
the 6.25% in- 


Today's Chuckle 
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crease in salaries and fringe 
benefits the LEA had last 
requested. 


That request was made in a 


negotiating session about two 
weeks ago. when the school 
board 
representatives 
ottered 


the teachers a package that 
would total slightly more than 
y, in wage and benefit in- 
creases

"We've played around long 


enough," Nielsen said, adding he 
believes school board otters this 
year could be classified as "in- 
sults." 


The teachers began the talks 


in late January with a request 
topping 10', while the board 
offered 4 5"! 


The insertion of a demand for 


a so-called index schedule will 
be the first mention of that con- 
cept in this year's round of 
negotiations even though it's 
been a common teacher request 
in years past 


What is commonly called a 


"5x5" index, for example, means 
that pay for teachers who move 
either up or across the schedules 
would be paid 5'v more than the 
teachers on the previous pay 
steps. 


The sc hool board 
has 


specifically reacted that concept 
in recent years, insisting instead 
that ail increases be viewed as 
dollar boosts in salaries to be 
renegotiated each year 


The LEA Council action will 


apparently force the teacher 
negotiators to take the demand 
to the next bargaining session, 
which will probably be held 
sometime next week 


Red Says U.S. 
Delays Release 


SAIGON (AP) — North Viet- 


nam said Friday that the United 
States was delaying the release 
of 138 U.S. prisoners from Hanoi 
by refusing to withdraw more 
troops until it gets information 
on American prisoners in Laos. 


Bui Tin, spokesman for the 


Hanoi delegation to the Joint 
Military Commission, said the 
Communists were ready to 
release the 138 this weekend, as 
earlier scheduled, if the United 
States resumed withdrawals 
But he gave no indication that 
the Communist side would 
satisfy U.S. demands for infor- 
mation on the prisoners held in 
Laos. 


"We will reiterate our position 


which we made m the note 
yesterday." Tin said of the stand 
the Communist side would take 
at Friday's commission meeting. 


In an earlier letter to the U S 


delegation, Maj. Gen. Le Quang 
Hoa. chief erf the North Viet- 
namese delegation said: "The 
release of U.S. military 
per- 


sonnel captured in Laos does not 
fall under the jurisdiction of the 
agreement on ending the war 
and restoring peace in Viet- 
nam." 


The Communist side had an- 


nounced earlier it was suspen- 
ding the release of the last 
American prisoners in Vietnam 
because the United States went 
back on the deal for withdrawal 
of all U S. troops by the 
weekend. 


The North Vietnamese anu 


Viet Cong called the altered U S 
position "illegal" and refused to 
hand over the remaining POWs 
in Vietnam pending "an ap- 
propriate answer from the U S 
side " 


The 138 prisoners had been 


scheduled for release in two 
groups Saturday and Sunday in 
Hanoi in exchange for an 
accelerated U.S. troop pullout 
that would have put American 
forces out of Vietnam by Sun- 
day, three days ahead of the 


deadline in the Paris cease-tire 
accord 


The United States first agreed 


to the plan, proposed by North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong But 
later, 
on orders 
from 


Washington, the Americans 
reversed themselves 


A U.S. spokesman said the 


United States ••needed ad- 
ditional time to move U S 
troops out in an orderly 
fashion." The speedup-pullout 
initially agreed to represented 
the opinion of the U S Com- 
mand in Saigon that the troops 
could move out fast enough, he 
added, but 
word 
from 


Washington changed that assess- 
ment. 


The U S representatives im- 


posed new conditions for final 
U.S. 
troop withdrawals, in- 


cluding demands for a list of 
nine Americans captured in Laos 
and the date and place they will 
be released 


The U.S 
delegation also 


proposed that the first group ot 
remaining POWs be released 
Sunday instead of Saturday and 
that the turnover be completed 
Wednesday instead of Sunday 


It said it would not begin the 


withdrawal of the remaining 
American troops from Vietnam 
until the first group of POWs is 
transferred to U S custody

Packers Told To Pass 
Along Cost Decreases 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 


Cost of Living Council told the 
nation's meatpackers Thursday 
they must pass along to the con- 
sumer on a dollar for dollar basis 
any decreases, as well as in- 
creases in their costs. 


Wholesale prices for beef and 


pork have declined slightly in the 
past week, and a council 
spokesman said the order to the 
meatpackers was intended to 
make sure that the savings 
reached the retail level. 


Ho said the action came after 


the council had detected a 
widening between costs and 
puces at the meatpackers level. 
Asked if this meant prices had 
been going up Caster than costs, 
the spokesman said, 
"That's 


what it looks like." 


He said. "We saw meat prices 


going up and what we saw was 
that prices from meat packers 
were not tracking with costs to 
meat packers." He said the 
council is investigating whether 
violations of its existing price 
control regulations may have oc- 
curred. 


Meatpackers with more than 


$250 million annual sales 
previously had been subject to 
the so-called "cost pass-through 
rule." and the effect of 
Thursday's order was to extend 
THE LINCOLN STAR 


the requirement to virtually all 
meatpackers. 


Earlier, chairman Herbert 


Stein of the President's Council 
of Economic Advisers said con- 
sumer boycotts may have con- 
tributed to the decline of 
wholesale beef prices during the 
last week. 


"Something seems to be 


working back from the demand 
side." Stein said. "Consumer 
resistance may be having an 
effect." 


At a news briefing on the 


n a t i o n ' s economy. Stein 
appealed to labor unions for 
" s e l f - r e s t r a i n t 
a n d 


statesmanship" in new wage 
demands. 


Stein said farm product prices 


rose 14.5 per cent in the three 
months since November, and 
said this was "one of the most 
dramatic price increases on 
record." 


But he added he hopes labor 


will understand this is a tem- 
porary situation and predicted 
that retail food prices will fall off 
to a 2 per cent annual rate of in- 
crease or less by December. 


Asked what additional steps 


the government could take to 
restrain food prices, he said, 
"the biggest things have been 
done." 


He said he could conceive of a 


situation where controls on food 
prices would be necessary, but 
added he thought it unlikely. 


The latest consumer price in- 


dex showed a 2.2 per cent in- 
crease in all food prices in 
February, following a 1.9 per 
cent increase in January. Stein 
said the March and April indexes 
will show additional increases.

Festival Planned 


LONDON (AP) — More than 


50 theaters are taking part in a 
nationwide Festival of British 
Theater, set for Sept. 17-Oct. 13. 
The event is being organized by 
the theatrical profession itself, 
with actress Judi Bench as fes- 
tival chairman. The aim is to 
show the extent and activity of 
the theater throughout the 
country, and particularly the 
out-of-London centers. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon asked Cofigress 
Thursday to abolish insanity as a 
defense to federal crimes and to 
revamp the criminal code com- 
pletely. The death penalty would 
be brought back and obscenity 
laws redefined. 


The 680-page Criminal Code 


Reform Act of 1973. as sub- 
mitted by the President, would 
toughen drug laws, provide man- 
datory imprisonment in some 
cases and grade offenses into 
nine categories with maximum 
sentences and fines. 


The existing code dates back 


to 1790 and the President—in a 
message last week promising the 
new 
legislation — called 


modification "not merely 
desirable, but absolutely im- 
perative." 


It is the second such bill 


before this session of Congress. 
Sen. John McClellan, D-Ark.. 
also submitted a complete revi- 
sion. A Justice 
Department 


spokesman said "there are 
differences in every line." 


Prolonged debate is certain, 


particularly over the insanity 
provisions and the death penal- 
ty. 
" The issue of the defendant's 


mental state would arise during 
a trial only if the prosecution 
were unable to establish he had 
criminal intent. "Mental disease 
or defect does not otherwise con- 
stitute a defense," the proposed 
code says. 


The President called codifica- 


tion of the insanity defense "the 
most significant feature" of the 
part establishing general 
provisions and principles of the 
code because "the standard has 
become so vague in some in- 
stances that it has led to un- 
conscionable abuse by defen- 
dants." 


A Justice Department lawyer 


explained "it does away with the 
defense of 'I was insane when I 
committed the crime, but 
wonder-of-wonders, I've 
recovered." 


Shoud the issue of insanity be 


raised at a trial, after prior 
notice to the court, a jury could 
find a defendant not guilty by 
reason of insanity. But in such 
cases—even though the defen- 
dant has been acquitted—the 
judge could order commitment 
to a mental institution. 


Under present federal law. 


such a defendant would go free. 


The death penalty would be 


mandatory if there were 
aggravating factors in such 
"class A" felonies as treason, 
sabotage, 
espionage, and 


murder. 


Such aggravating factors 


would be a prior conviction of 
the same crime, endangering 
national security, or putting 
another person to a grave risk of 
death. 


The death penalty also would 


apply to assassination of a Presi- 
dent or his successor, a foreign 
head of state, a law enforcement 
or prison official. 


Any mitigating circumstances 


would bar a federal judge from 
imposing the death penalty. 
These would include a defendant 
under 18 or one whose capacity 


was significantly impaired. 


Drug traffickers would be hit 


hard. Possession of more than 
four ounces of heroin would 
carry a maximum sentence of 30 
years and a $100,000 fine. A 
repeater could get life in prison. 


On conviction, a sentence 


would be mandatory—not less 
than seven years in the first in- 
stance and 10 years in the se- 
cond. 


The administration's legisla- 


tion would ban obscene material 
unless it constituted "a minor 
portion of the whole product ... 
reasonably necessary and ap- 
propriate ... to fulfill an artistic, 
scientific or literary purpose" 
Maximum sentence and fine 
would be. three years and $25.- 
000.

Washington (AP) — The 


federal drug 
commission 


Thursday rated alcoholism as 
America's number one drug 
problem. Heroin was second. 
Marijuana ran far back. 


The panel said government ef- 


forts to discourage drug use are 
disorganized, based on public 
misconceptions and possibly are 
making matters worse instead of 
better. 


It called for a new federal an- 


tidrug agency with sweeping 
powers and a limited lifespan. 
But. it said, the public must do 
even more than government if 
America's drug problems are to 
diminish. 


Spent SI Million 
The findings were issued by 


(ho National Commission oh 
Marijuana and Drug Abuse, 
which spent $1 million and 
visited 36 nations in a two-year 
investigation of drug use" tor 
Congress and the President. Its 
c h a i r m a n is the former 
Republican governor of Penn- 
sylvania. Raymond P. Shafer. 


The commission also said:

The 482-page report was the 


second and final one by the

reported on marijuana, which it 
found to be virtually harmless to 
the casual user and to American 
society. Thursday it reaffirmed 
its recommendation, which has 
been firmly rejected by Presi- 
dent Nixon and largely ignored 
by Congress, that criminal 
penalties be ended for smoking 
marijuana or holding small 
quantities of it. 


Nixon Intends 
To Consolidate 
Drug Agencies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House announced today 
that President Nixon "intends to 
consolidate all drug en- 
forcement 
responsibilities" 


within a single new agency at the 
Justice Department. 


Deputy press secretary Gerald 


L. Warren said the consolidation 
would include some 500 customs 
agents now at the Treasury 
Department, and three agencies 
already within Justice—the 
Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, the Office of 
Drug Abuse Law Enforcement 
and the Office of National Nar- 
cotics Intelligence. 


Warren said the new office 


also would be responsible for 
"research and development ef- 
forts for drug enforcement both 
domestically 
and inter- 


nationally." 


In both reports the commis- 


sion reasoned that 
society 


shouldn't prohibit drugs merely 
because they injure the user. To 
do so would require prohibition 
of barbituates. alcohol and 
tobacco before all others, it said. 
Rather, individuals should be 
free to choose whether or not to 
use a drug unless the substance 
causes crime or other behavior 
that hurts society. 


"The most serious concern in 


contemporary 
America should 


attach to the use of alcohol and 
heroin," the panel said. 


"Moderate social 
concern 


should attach to the use of 
amphetamines, 
barbituates, 


hallucinogens! methaqualone" 
and cocaine, the use of which is 
relatively well-controlled . . . 
The use of marijuana and the so- 
called minor 
tranquilizers 


appears to require relatively 
minimum social concern at the 
present time." 


Questionable Programs 


The commission was sharply 


critical of governmental efforts 
to curb drug use. It said hasty 
reaction to public outcry had led 
to a massive "drug abuse in- 
dustrial complex," a federal 
bureaucracy that spends nearly 
$1 billion a year on questionable 
programs. 


This bureaucracy may be 


perpetuating drug use, rather 
than discouraging it, the panel 
said. 


The commission urged a new 


federal antidrug agency that 
would absorb the law enforce- 
ment, treatment and prevention 
functions now spread through 
nearly a dozen agencies. 


Among its recommendations 


to private citizens were advice to 
the alcoholic beverage industry 
to advertise the harmful effects 
of their products, and to com- 
munications media to examine 
whether drug use is being en- 
couraged by their advertising, 
p r o g r a m s , a n t i d r u g a n - 
nouncements and news coverage 
of drug stories.

}Executive Privilege' Nonsense/ 
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IN PERSPECTIVE

Earlier this week comment was made here in regards to 


the possibilities of a gasoline fuel shortage in the nation this 
summer. The prospects of a shortage have been confirmed 
by major oil spokesmen attending a Nebraska Petroleum 
Marketers, Inc.. convention in Omaha this week. 


But a bit of a new twist was added to the situation in 


Omaha. The shortage, if it comes, is expected to be felt the 
heaviest in the midwest, in such states as Nebraska. And 
along the way, the little guy in the petroleum business will 
get it in the neck before the bigger guv. 


Both of these are characteristic of our free enterprise 


system. No, neither thing means we ought to shift to 
socialism, as someone is sure to accuse us of urging, but they 
do demonstrate a weakness that often leads to difficulties. 


* 
Both developments find their stimulation in the profit 


motive. The midwest will suffer the most, it is said, because 
major oil companies are pulling out of this area of the na- 
tion. 


They are going east and west, where there is a higher 


density of population, where they are closer to bigger 
markets and closer to the big refineries. 


It was reported in Omaha that the first service station 


operators to suffer will be the marginal ones. Distributors at 
the wholesale level will first supply those stations that have 
been the most profitable and those that have been on the 
ragged edge may be left to run completely out of any gas- 
oline to sell. 


It is a sort of ironic thing. When things tighten up to the 


point where a shortage of product might begin to help the 
person having a struggle in his business, another factor or 
influence comes along to deliver him yet another blow. 
Having been down, he will now be kicked out. 


* 
It is a matter of survival of the fittest and it has always 


been that way in business and probably will continue to be 
that way. If it all comes to pass as predicted some hard times 
will lie ahead, as well as some changes. 


Survival of the fittest is a harsh system but it, also, is the 


basis of renewal. Without such a system the world of nature 
would come apart at the seams and much of the same thing 
is true in man's world. 


What the system means is that the old, the worn out. the 


useless, etc.. finally dwindles to a kind of nothingness from 
which something new is born or created. Specifically, when 
the marginal service station goes out of business, the proper- 
ty will decay to the point it is so stripped of value that it 
becomes a prime target of renewal. 


* 
Not even in the strictly humanitarian end of things does 


there seem to be any practical alternative. It is harsh that the 
struggling individual finally be left so high and dry that 
nothing remains for him but economic disaster. 


And yet, if it were any other way there would be much 


less of a place in the world for excellence, ability, hard work, 
etc. The marginal operator is largely the product of his own 
mistakes and a society that seeks its highest potential cannot 
reward mistakes, even though it may do its best to soften 
them or avoid them to begin with. 


In a sense, the same thing applies to a region such as 


Nebraska which, for strictly hard nosed economic reasons, 
may find itself in some things in more dire circumstances 
than other parts of the nation. It is a challenge that we, too, 
must face alone, just as must the individual.

More To It Than Size 


A ruling by the U.S. Department of Justice that 


law enforcement agencies must eliminate height 
qualifications for employment or else be prepared 
to lose certain federal grants has prompted the 
Nebraska State Patrol to seek an exemption. 


With a projected $183,000 in Law Enforcement 


Assistance Administration (LEAA) grants in 
jeopardy if it does not abide by the ruling, the 
Nebraska patrol will attempt to prove that its 5'10" 
height minimum for state troopers is necessary for 
effective job performance. Such an exemption is 
permitted under Justice Department guidelines. 


But the guidelines also state that height 


requirements are forbidden when they tend to dis- 
criminate against certain races, and that apparently 
is the crux of the problem. 


Col. Kruger and other spokesmen for the 


patrol contend that the height minimum is needed 
because the size and appearance of a trooper 
"influence" the actions of those he comes in con- 
tact with and helps prevent physical challenges. 


We'd have to agree that in many cases the 


bigger the trooper, the more subdued is the 
suspect. But that isn't the whole of it. 


The Justice Department ruling was intended to 


open up police employment to those American 
minorities of shorter than average height, especial- 
ly those of Mexican and Japanese ancestry. 


Height requirements have apparently tended 


to discriminate against such minority groups and in 
the process hurt the law enforcement image held in 
the minds of 2 substantial number of American 
citizens. 


There is more to the presence of a trooper than 


being tall. A fire plug of a man with a determined 
countenance can. for example, provoke more 
respect than a skinny string-bean of a kid standing 
over six feet. The personnel people in the patrol 
ought to be able to size up an applicant and tell 
whether he can fit in police work, short or tali. Cer- 
tainly they reject applicants who are 5'10" or over 
because they lack other qualities. 


The 5'10" height requirement is arbitrary and 


not necessary. 


Burden Placed On Individuals 


In upholding the use of the local property tax the individual and the community and state in 


for school support, the U.S. Supreme Court has es- 
tablished more than a technicality. The point of law 
means that state aid to education does not now 
enjoy the backing of a legal decision against the 
property tax. 


Thus, areas are free if they so desire to con- 


tinue to use the property tax as the dominant 
means of support of elementary and secondary 
education. But the court said that it made its deci- 
sion despite the fact that there are obviously in- 
equities and inequalities in the property tax 
system. 


The point of redress for that inequality, 


however, is with the states and their local 
governments, not through the U.S. Constitution, 
said the court 


As the court has been more and more inclined 


to do and as has been the thrust of the Nixon ad- 
ministration, the responsibility for society's state of 
affairs is falling more and more into the hands of 


which he lives. It is the accumulated meaning of 
this that is of such great importance.of more im- 
portance, even, than the individual matters that 
make up the whole thing. 


Do people understand the larger picture as 


well as the specific issues involved? Do they un- 
derstand that the court, has not sanctioned the 
property tax. for instance, but has only said it is a 
matter for local determination? 


Do people understand that the hard decisions 


are not being made by the courts or the Nixon ad- 
ministration but that the hard decisions are being 
passed along to the citizens themselves? If this is 
not clearly understood, there is no question that 
problems in our society will mount and become 
acute. 


Things are not being solved for us; the 


solutions are simply being left up to us. This is a 
concept that will prove to be wise or ill advised 
strictly on the basis of the public's reaction to it 
For all of us in general it is both an opportunity and 
a challenge.

Reform Left To States 


The people of the land who've 


followed the argument on school 
finance for the past year or so 
ought to be thoroughly confused 
by now. 


For more than a year, there's 


been a hue and cry in the land 
for 
reform 
in 
school 


finance—reform away from the 
heavy reliance on local property 
taxes and toward a larger 
reliance on state taxes. 


The noise died down recently, 


as most observers waited for the 
U.S. Supreme Court to rule on a 
Texas case which dealt with the 
matter'. 


On Wednesday, the court 


handed down its decision, one of 
those 5 to 4 rulings that tend to 
leave room for argument. 


Still, the court has spoken, and 


if there's change to be made, it'll 
have to come in the state 
legislatures, which have been 
left the job of squaring any in- 
equities. 


The entire question of how the 


society pays for its schools has 
been confused from the start, 
largely by the news media. 


The media, as headlines in 


the two Lincoln newspapers 
this week again confirmed, has 
tended to center its attention on 
property taxes. 


But that was not the question. 


The issue was over local 


taxes, which just happen to be 
mostly based on the value of real 
estate in individual school dis- 
tricts. 


If the Supreme Court had 


ruled in favor of the Texas court, 
for example, a state apparently 
could have gone to a statewide 
school tax system also based on 
propertv taxation. 


But. since references to state 


taxes are tied largely to sales and 
income taxes, the argument has 
been mistakenly called one 


which pits property taxes against 
income taxes. 


Unfortunately, that's not the 


entire description of the issues 
which are confusing the ques- 
tion. 


One question which is not 


settled, it seems, is whether the 
amount of money available to a 
school district is really in- 
dicative of the quality of educa- 
tion available. 


Some educators apparently 


say no. 


Some have said recently that 


schools really make no 
difference at all in the lives of 
people. And they've invented 
words like "de-schooling" to 
attempt to predict how the 
perfect society would look at its 
obligation to its young. 


As I understand the Supreme 


Court decision, it neither turned 
its back on the inequities that 
may exist nor concluded that 
schools are not important. 


What it said was that there is 


no constitutional right to an 
education, and thus no con- 
stitutional question involved if 
one school 
district fares 


significantly better, in terms of 
the monetary 
resources 


available, than another. 


Still, there are some important 


questions that should be 
answered in all this, and now the 
answers must be provided by the 
state legislatures. 


First, it's important to re- 


member that many states 
require school attendance. And 
then it's important to note that 
states set the conditions for 
determining school boundaries. 


If the state says students must 


attend school and if the state in 
effect sets school district boun- 
daries, the reasonable conclu- 
sion is that the state should have 


some responsibility 
in the 


quality of education provided in 
those districts. 


One of the districts involved in 


the Texas case spent $418 for 
each student's education, while 
other districts in the state spent 
as much as $7,332. That's quite a 
difference. 


The "accident of wealth" 


argument enters the picture 
when we realize that poor dis- 
tricts might tax themselves into 
oblivion and still not provide as 
much money per pupil as richer 
districts. 


As one attorney noted in his 


argument to the high court, such 
situations hardly provide true 
"local control." 
ft & ft 


Although the court decision 


may take a bit of wind from the 
sails of state-aid-to-education ad- 
vocates in Nebraska 
and 


elsewhere, it ought to make it 
clear to the states that it will fall 
upon them to try to clear up 
some of the inequities in fiscal 
resources available to schools. 


And that can only be done if 


the state finds a way to spread 
around some of the state's 
wealth in a way that provides at 
least a minimal level of money 
per pupil in even' school district 
in the state 


At the same time, school dis- 


tricts should see that they, inter- 
nally, insure that opportunities 
are about equal for students, no 
matter what part of the city they 
are from. 


If we require students to at- 


tend school, we ought to insure 
for each of them the chance to 
make of the school experience as 
much as possible. 


And that, it seems clear, can 


only come with state and local 
determination to see that 
children are not disadvantaged 
because their parents happen to 
li\e in one neighborhood or one 
town and not another.

TOKYO — The real "Nixon 


shock" disturbing hitherto stable 
relationships between the 
United States and Japan is 
Tokyo's conviction that America 
is far weaker than had previous- 
ly been suspected.

Washington in 1971-1972 without 
consulting its Japanese ally and 
including the President's plan to 
visit China, to change monetary 
values and to impose temporary 
import controls were known 
here as "the Nixon shocks."

monetary decision had less psy- 
chological effect here because 
the old-time faith had faded. 
Discussing the impact of this 
change.

the United States has become so 
weak that it has to shock us. We 
find not only that the dollar is 
flabby but, more basically, there

"We are also impressed by the 


inability of your government to 
regulate behavior of America's 
multinational corporations. We 
don't have many such cor- 
porations ourselves.

"Now the U.S. is encouraging 


direct Japanese investment in 
America 
Many of our cor- 


porations feel that it would be 
better to move into the United 
States than into the riskier 
developing nations. Our govern- 
ment accepts and approves of 
this idea which helps both 
America and Japan."

Nakasone's observations can 
lead to all kinds of speculation. 
On the one hand, what is con- 
ceived here as American 
weakness might lead in the end 
to an even closer bilateral 
relationship as more and more 
Japanese money pours into the 
U S . thus helping to build up 
both economies and make them 
more interdependent. 


This long-range process could 


/esult in assisting the U.S. to 
support the burden of extending 


over a militarily weak Japan the 
ultimate defense guaranteed un- 
der the security treaty commit- 
ting the U.S to aid this country 
in case of conflict in this area. 


Rut it is also arguable that 


once the Japanese are no longer 
persuaded that America is the 
mightiest, wealthiest and most 
industrially advanced country, 
they may gradually reduce their 
reliance on the U.S. The obvious 
way would be by taking some of 
their eggs out of the American 
basket and spreading them more 
evenly around the new pen- 
tagonal world that is replacing 
the old bipolar world dependent 
on a standoff between the U.S. 
and the U.S.S.R.

Nakasone foresees a possibly 


huge potential in commercial 
relationship with China and 
Russia. Last year two-way trade 
with the U S approximated just 
under $15 billion (including the 
more than $3 billion gap favoring 
Japanese exports). But neither 
China nor Russia figured in the 
top ranking list 


Nakasone believes exchanges 


w i t h Russia could riso to 
between $3 billion and $4 billion 
annually and with China to about 
$3 billion. This will depend on 
whether Moscow and Tokyo can 
reach agreement on Japanese 
t e c h n i c a l a n d f i n a n c i a l 
assistance in developing Siberian 


natural gas and petroleum and 
on the degree to which Peking 
can step up oil production in 
Northeast China and Shantung. 


Japan is desperately conscious 


of the mounting energy crisis. 
Odiously if the share of com- 
merce with Russia and China 
jumps Japan's political outlook 
is bound to modify In this era 
the

The p a t t e r n of Japan's 


postwar relations was set when 
the US. was the unchallenged 
arbiter of world affairs. This 
pattern, which bound the 
Japanese to America, was not 
substantially altered 
when 


Russia gained approximate 
military parity. Moscow is 
traditionally disliked and its 
policy here was awkward. 
Moreover, in 1965 the U.S. 
security treaty began to be inter- 
preted increasingly as 
useful 


with respect to a possibly 
aggressive China. 


But nil this has changed in an 


era of spreading detente and 
declining American strength. 
Whether the Tokyo government 
will decide to shore up the latter 
in its own self interest or to gam- 
ble on a greater share in the 
former at the expense of all-out 
reliance on the U.S., is one of the 
greatest questions of this 
decade.

Wounded Knee, S.D. (UPI) - 


Indian militants announced 
plans Friday for a test by 500 
armed Sioux of the government 
lines around this occupied 
hamlet and a counterattack in 
federal court against the U.S. 
government and its "hired 
guns." 


The attack was announced by 


Russell Means, one of the 
leaders of the American Indian 
Movement band of militants 
who seized Wounded Knee 23 
days ago, and 
Ramon 


Roubideaux, AIM'S chief 
counsel. 


Means announced at a news 


conference in the Pine Ridge 
Reservation village that 500-plus 
Indians from the neighboring 
Rosebud Reservation would 
march past a government 
roadblock into Wounded Knee at 
7 a.m. MST Sunday. 


He said the marchers would be 


armed 
w i t h 
" h u n t i n g 


equipment" 
and would be 


carrying food and medicine for 
the band of 250 to 300 militants 
holding out here against 
repeated government demands 
that they lay down their arms, 
end their occupation and sur- 
render to FBI agents and U.S. 
marshals. 


Roubideaux announced in 


nearby Pine Ridge earlier 
Friday that a committee of at- 
torneys had been formed to 
"launch a massive legal assault" 
against the Justice Department, 
the FBI and the U.S. Marshal's 
Service. 


He said the lawyers would 


begin filing suits Monday 
charging the government with 
depriving the occupiers and 
residents of Wounded Knee of 
their civil rights. The suits will 
seek punitive damages, he said.

Indian from Minnesota's White 
Earth Reservation, told a news 
conference at U.N. headquarters 
that federal Indian police were 
"converging on Wounded 
Knee." He said the Indians were 
from "several points in this 
country" and included members 
of the Navajo tribe. 


"The situation is very grave, 


"he said. "We are ready to lay 
down our lives ... not for

grandchildren, our unborn ..."

Argentine 
Revolt Cooled 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 


(AP) — A police revolt that left 
at least three persons dead and a 
dozen wounded was calmed 
Thursday and government of- 
ficials reported near normal con- 
ditions in the six affected 
provinces. 


The crisis subsided notably in 


La Plata, 30 miles south of 
Buenos Aires. About 5.000 police 
otficers and patrolmen seized 
the local police headquarters 
Wednesday but surrendered 
after a fierce 30-minute gun bat- 
tle with soldiers. 


The army reported Thursday 


that Cpl. Hector Alvarez died in 
the clash and that Capt. Jose 
Fernando Manoni Garrido was 
wounded.

With City And County

A meeting of judges and city 


and countv officials concerning 
the City Jail situation has been 
slated Friday after attempts to 
schedule such a meeting since 
early February. 


Presiding Lancaster District 


Judge Herbert Ronin and Mayor 
Sam Schwartzkopf note that the 
meeting, which had been 
planned for sometime, was not 
the result of a letter sent last 
week to State Sen. Terry 
Carpenter by County Board 
Chairman Robert Colin concer- 
ning the "totally inadequate 
juvenile detention facilities" in 
I-ancaster County. 


In a letter to 
Mayor 


Schwartzkopf dated Feb. 14. 
Judge William Hastings asked 
that a meeting be called so that 
the jail situation could be dis- 
cussed. 


Judges Ronin and Hastings 


told The Star soon after the 
judges' visit to the jail in 
January that they were con- 
cerned about some phases of the 
jail including the facilities where 
juveniles are now kept 


However, at that time they in- 


dicated that they felt the 
proposed juvenile attention 
center might alleviate the 
juvenile situation but wanted to 
meet with various city and coun- 
ty officials and police to discuss 
various areas of concern. 


In a March 12 letter to 


Carpenter, Colin stated that 
calling the juvenile unit of the 
(ail " 'repressive' " is in his opi- 
nion, "the understatement of the 
year " 


He contends in the letter that 


the entire jail "is not only in- 
adequate for juveniles but adults 
as well " 


The letter, which also 


expressed the county's interest 
in purchasing or leasing the

"People remain quiet because 


now we're going to start the 
bhangra." 


These words, trilled in one of 


India's many dialects, and the 
rhythmic beating of a drum spur 
to life a unique display of eastern 
culture for Nebraskans 


T h e w h i r l i n g , c o l o r f u l 


footwork and gymnastics known 
as the bhangra are performed by 
a group of Indian foreign students 
attending the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 


The bhangra is a folk dance 


which has its origins in the 
northern Indian state, the 
Punjab. According to Harjit 
Punj, one of the performers, it is 
danced at any great celebration 
and has no fixed steps. Like the 
hula, the bhangra movements are 
designed to tell a story. 


The dance performed by the 


Nebraska group includes five to 


eight members and depicts the 
rejoicing of farmers during the 
harvest. 


"The entire group begins the 


dance by showing the actions of 
the farmers as they sow, plow 
and harvest." Noble Das, the 
choreographer, said "The last 
half features the individual 
dancers 
performing special 


skills." Das was a member of his 
university's bhangra team in In- 
dia 


According to Bachittar Singh, 


another performer, the dance is 
often performed 
along the 


roadways of the Punjab and 
passersby are encouraged to join 
Even in Nebraska, the sprightly 
tabla drumbeats spur rhythmic 
clapping from the audience. 


The students have presented 


the 20-mmute dance twice at the 
Clarkson Czech Festival and for 
numerous international events at 
I'M.

State Welfare Department. 


Full Payment 
But the Chambers bill would 


have required that the minimum 
standard be paid in full while the 
Schmit proposal would allow for 
an 80% of standard payment

Amendment To Ban 
Abortions Proposed 


LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) - The 


N e b r a s k a Legislature was 
asked Thursday to memorialize 
Congress to go to work on a new 
U.S. 
constitutional amendment 


which would outlaw abortion 


The resolution came from the 


Unicameral's Public Health and 
Welfare Committee, currently 
wrestling with abortion legisla- 
tion. 


Lawmakers deferred action on 


the resolution. 


Specifically, 
the resolution 


would ask Congress to "take ap- 
propriate action to adopt a con- 
stitutional amendment that will 
guarantee the explicit pro- 
tection of all unborn human life 
by extending the same con- 
stitutional rights, including due 
process of law, which apply to 
the unborn in the same manner 
and to the same extent as all 
other citizens of the United 
States, and will guarantee that 
no human life will be denied 
protection of law or deprived of 
life on account of age, sickness, 
state of development, or condi- 


tion of dependency of wanted- 
ness." 


Giving rise to the concern was 


the U.S Supreme Court ruling inm 
Texas and Georgia abortionB 
cases last year, which, in the 
resolution's words, "expressly 
deprived the unborn of legal and 
constitutional protection during 
their gestation." 


The finding "condones the de- 


struction of an entire class of live 
human beings," the resolution 
said. 


Legislation to rewrite the Ne- 


braska abortion law made in- 
valid by the high court's ruling 
has been sponsored by Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh and received 
public hearing recently before 
the Public Health Committee.

of an abortion law are being con- 
sidered by the committee.

"These children are pretty 


much condemned to the same 
life as their parents unless we do 
something," he said.

After the Chambers bill was 


disposed of, Schmit's bill came 
up for debate and a vote. 
Goodrich then attempted to 
amend the measure to increase 
ADC payments from the present 
$124 a month for a mother and 
one child to $140 and from $34 
for each additional child to $40.

Study Of Tax Stafus

Exon's Penal Plan Calls For Single New Facility

Gov. J. James Exon Thursday 


presented his penal reform 
proposals for the next four years 
. to the Judiciary Committee, 
; recommending that the state 
; spend not quite half of what the 
committee's consultants had en- 
visioned. 


The Exon package, which 


features both construction and 


; changes in criminal law, has a 
; $14 million price-tag compared 


to the consultants' $30.5 million 
proposal for 
construction 


through 1980. The governor's 
penal construction would be 
financed totally by federal 
revenue sharing. 


A chief difference between the 


two plans is that Exon proposed 
a single men's 
reformatory 


facility halfway between Omaha 
and Lincoln and a single 
remodeled,diagnostic and treat- 
ment unit in Lincoln. The con- 
sulting firms, Curtis and Davis of 


New Orleans and Henningson, 
Durham and Richardson of 
Omaha, had favored new refor- 
matories and treatment units in 
both Omaha and Lincoln costing 
$16 million. 


Cost $9.5 Million 
The cost of Exon's single 


reformatory and treatment unit 
was estimated to be $9.5 million. 
The present minimum security 
dormitory at the penal complex 
would be converted into the 
diagonostic and treatment 
center. 


Committee Okays Resolution 
Urging Ban On Forced Busing 


With ;i lone dissenting vote, 


the Legislature's Constitutional 
Revision Committee Thursday 
sent a resolution to the floor of 
the Legislature urging Congress 
to adopt a constitutional prohibi- 
tion against forced busing to 
achieve racial balance in schools. 


The action came on the heels 


• of the sparsely-attended hearing 
i on Sen. Terry Carpenter's LR19 
1 which attracted its only opposi-

The committee amended the 


resolution from its original form 
to seek a constitutional amend- 
ment rather than a con- 
stitutional convention.

Constitution on subjects other 
than just busing. 


Committee 
members 


expressed their doubts about 
how effective busing is in 
providing better educational op- 
portunities, although mandatory 
busing for racial reasons is not 
now practiced in Nebraska.

recommendations do not agree 
with their suggested locations or 
numbers of facilities.

A proposed alternative for the 


present property tax system was 
the center of discussion between 
City Council members Bob 
Sikyta and Helen Boosalis at a 
meeting of the Near South 
Neighborhood 
Association 
Thursday night. 


Sikyta presented for con- 


sideration a plan termed land 
only real estate taxation. 


Under this proposal the tax on 


the land itself would be in- 
creased but tax assessed against 
improvements on the land would 
be drastically reduced or 
abolished. 


Offers Property Tax Alternative 


According to this system, 


Sikyta said, the people who 
make improvements on their 
land will be given a tax break 
and those who allow their 
property to lie idle and decay 
will carry a heavier portion of 
the tax burden than they now do. 


One aspect of the system 


which people may not like is the 
tact that real estate would 
probably be assessed at its 
market value rather than the 
current 35%. 


Sikyta admitted that such a 


proposal would necessitate a 
massive revision of state statutes 
as well as revisions in the state 
Constitution.

flow of traffic, more pairs of one 
way streets be created n 
residential areas. 


Some of Sikyta's suggestions, 


for pairs of one way streets were 
J and Randolph, 16th and 17th in 


the north part of town, Adams 
and Fremont and Vine and 
Holdrege. 


Mrs. Boosalis said that after 


looking at all the ins and outs of 
the situation it may be more 
expensive to put in pairs of one 
way streets than to widen 
existing arterials. 


She said that according to 


engineers' reports, the residen- 
tial streets for the most part are 
not of sufficient quality to han- 
dle the added traffic load. 


It may be more expensive to 


widen an existing arterial than to 
resurface a residential street to 
the point that H will be able to 
support heavy traffic.

Rouge and the Peking-based 
government in exile of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk 


Aware of the steady erosion of 


support for his right-wing dic- 
tatorship Lon Nol who ousted 
Sihanouk three years ago this 
month, has imposed martial law 


and declared a state of siege 
About 100 political opponents 
have been rounded up 


A bombing attack Saturday on 


his downtown presidential 
palace by a disgruntled air force 
captain in a stolen fighter plane 
gave the 60-year-old marshal the

emphasized its opposition to an 
increase of one-half point in 
banks' prime lending rate, but 
one back indicated it plans to 
stay with the higher rate. 


"We are at 6% per cent and 


will have no further announce- 
ment at this time," said a 
spokesman for the Franklin 
National Bank of New York 


Representatives ot Franklin 


and six other banks that raised 
their rates to e^ per cent on 
monday met all day Thursday 
with the Nixon administration s 
Committee on Interest and 
Dividends to explain their ac- 
tion 


A statement after the meeting, 


said committee Chairman 
Arthur F Burns, informed the 
banks that the committee does 
not feel the increase is "justified 
at this time on the basis of the 
committee's criteria " 


The statement however, took 


note that 'costs of interest- 
sensitive funds to banks had 
risen considerably,' raising the 
possibility the committee might 
tavor a one-quarter-point in- 
crease to 6'2 per cent Most 
banks now charge their best 
customers 6'-» per cent 


A spokesman for Franklin 


National Bank said after the 
meeting that the need for a half- 
point increase had been proven 
we submitted our evidence 


which we believe fully justifies 
the prime-rate increase," he 
said 


He added, however, that the 


bank will consider the views of 
the committee 


The committee lacks authority 


to order a rollback in the 
interest-rate increases, but it has 
talked banks out of rate in- 
creases before 


The seven banks. led by 


Manufacturers Hanover Trust of 
New York had announced an in- 
crease in their prime lending 
rate from 614 to 6J/4 per cent 


The prime interest rate is the 


interest charged to a bank's best 
customers and is a barometer of 
bank interest rates generally 


The statement said there was 


a suggestion at Thursday's 
meeting that "it may be 
desirable to introduce a new 
prime lending rate 


• One rate would be applicable 


to large widely known cor- 
porations that have access to 
national money in capital 
markets A second prime rate 
would be applicable to small 
businesses that rely principally 
on local sources of funds ' 


The statement said the prime 


lending rate for large cor- 
porations could respond flexibly 
to changes in open market rates 
However it said ' special 
moderation ' would be observed 
with respect to loans, to smaller 
businesses 


Burns was said to have urged 


the bankers to give prompt con- 
sideration to the idea as a way of 
' maintaining 
effective 


restraint" with respect to in- 
terest rates charged to smaller 
business firms. 


British Plan 
Rejected By 
IRA Politicians 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 


(AP) — A British peace plan for 
Northern Ireland, already at- 
tacked bv the province's militant 
Protestants, was rejected 
Thursday by politicians linked 
with the Irish Republican Army.

the IRA — which wants 
Northern Ireland united with the

AN ORDINANCE amending the 


Lincoln Plumbing Code (Chapter 
24.01 of the Lincoln Municipal Code) 
as follows: By amending Section 
A.2.3 to provide 
condemnation 


procedures; by amending Section 
A.3.2 to provide new provisions for 
the application of plumbing permits; 
by amending Section 1.2 to provide a 
new definition for the term "hot 
water"; by amending Section 5.3.5 
relating to prohibited traps; by 
amending Section 5.4.6 relating to 
building drain and building sewer 
junction: by amending Section 
10.10.2 relating to water distribution 
system pipe, by amending Section 
11.2.1 relating ^building sewer; by 


amending Section 11.2.2 relating to 
sewer or drains in filled ground; by 
amending Section 13.2.4 relating to 
building storm sewer; repealing Sec- 
tions A.2.3, A.3.2,5.3.5.5.4.6,10.10.2, 
11.2.1.11.2.2,13.2.4, and that portion 
of 1.2 defining the term "hot water", 
all as hitherto existing in the Lincoln 
Plumbing Code; and declaring an 
emergency. 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City 


Council of the City of Lincoln, 
Nebraska: 


Section 1. That Section A.2.3 of the 


Lincoln Plumbing Code be and it 
hereby is amended by the addition of 
a new paragraph "d" to read as 
follows: 


A.2.3 Enforcement 
a. Inspections. All plumbing and 


drainage systems coming within the 
scope of this Code shall be inspected 
by the Administrative Authority to 
insure compliance with all the 
requirements hereof. It shall be the 
duty of the person installing, altering 
or repairing plumbing or drainage 
systems authorized by a permit un- 
der this Code to notify the Ad- 
ministrative Authority orally or in 
writing that said plumbing work is 
ready for inspection. Such notifica- 
tion shall be given not more than 72 
hours nor less than 24 hours before 
the plumbing or drainage work is 
ready for inspection. It shall be the 
duty of the permittee doing the work 
authorized by a permit to provide 
reasonable access and means for ac- 
complishing proper inspection. The 
work to be inspected must properly 
withstand all tests prescribed and all 
equipment shall be operational 
before giving the above notification. 
If the Administrative Authority shall 
find that the work will not withstand 
the prescribed tests or is not 
operational, the permittee shall be 
required to renqtify the Ad- 
ministrative Authority as provided 
above and shall be subject to a re- 
inspection fee charge. 


All rough and finish plumbing 


shall be tested with air or water as 
prescribed in this Code. When it is 
necessary to cover a portion of the 
work before all of the rough plum- 
bing is ready for inspection, the Ad- 
ministrative Authority must be 
notified and a test made by filling 
the same with water under a 
pressure that, will be equal to the en- 
tire plumbing system when filled to 
the top of the highest vent pipe. If 
the ground work is to be connected 
to the sewer there shall be a suitable 
fitting left in the main soil pipe not 
more than one (1) foot from where 
the soil pipe enters the building, so 
that a testing plug can be inserted. 
The Administrative Authority, upon 
approving the rough plumbing or 
drainage work, shall place thereon a 
notice stating that the same has been 
inspected and approved. 


No person shaft cover or conceal 


from view any plumbing or drainage 
work in any building or premises so 
as to prevent a proper inspection 
thereof 
by the 
Administrative 


Authority. Whenever any plumbing 
or drainage work in any building or 
premises has been covered or con- 
cealed before the Administrative 
Authority has had an opportunity to 
inspect same, the Administrative 
Authority shall have authority to 
order the opening of such cover at 
the permittee's expense in order to 
make a proper inspection. No plum- 
bing or drainage system shall be 
used or the water permanently 
turned on until such system shall 
have been finally inspected and ap- 
proved by the 
Administrative 


Authority. 


b. Stop Orders. Whenever any 


plumbing or drainage system is 
being installed, altered or repaired 
contrary to the provisions of this 
Code, the Administrative Authority 
shall order the work stopped by 
notice served on any person or per- 
sons engaged in the doing or causing 
such work to be done, and any such 
work shall forthwith stop until the 
Administrative Authority has 
authorized the work to 
proceed 


again. 


The Administrative Authority 


shall investigate all cases reported or 
referred to him alleging the use of 
improper material or workmanship 
on any work involving installation, 
alteration or repair of a plumbing or 
drainage system by any person and 
may stop such work in a manner as 
above described. 


c. Report and Records. The Ad- 


ministrative Authority shall keep a 
complete record of all inspections 
and tests made pursuant to the 
provisions of this Code. An accurate 
accounting of fees and other monies 
collected and received under the 
provisions of this Code shall be 
deposited to the general fund of the 
City.

A permit may be Issued only to a 


properly registered master plumber 
of the City of Lincoln; provided a 
permit may be issued to the owner of 
a single family dwelling to do plum- 
bing or drainage work in such 
dwelling where the same is used 
exclusively for the purposes of such 
owner. Such plumbing or drainage 
work performed by an owner shall 
be performed by himself without 
compensation or pay to any other 
person therefor. Any owner doing 
plumbing or drainage work 
hereunder shall apply for the 
required permit, pay the prescribed 
fee therefor, call for inspections and 
do all work in accordance with the 
provisions of this Code. 


Section 3. That Section 1.2 of the 


Lincoln Plumbing Code be and it 
hereby is amended in part to provide 
for a hew definition of "hot water" 
to read as follows:

1972-73 crop year was forecast 
Thursday at 303 million tons by 
the International Wheat coun- 
cil.

help offset poor performances 
expected in other West Euro- 
pean countries.

Final Ranking What Counts 


Hoppy Batten is a gymnast, not a football coach, but 


when the Nebraska senior discusses rankings you could 
mistake him for an Ara Parseghian, Darrell Royal or Bob 
Devaney. 


Batten is the defending champion in two events going 


into the Big Eight Gymnastics Championships Friday and 
Saturday at the NU Coliseum, but his name isn't at the 
top in either event in the pre-ehampionship rankings. 


That fact leaves the former Lincoln Southeast athlete 


totally unconcerned. 


"I know the rankings don't show it," he admits, "But 


I teel I'm at the top in both events (horizontal bar and 
long horse). 


"The way I look at it, I'm the champion and they've 


got to beat me. I look at it much the same way that foot- 
ball teams do. 


"The only ranking that counts is the final one and I'm 


confident that I can win both events again." 


Third And Eighth Ranked 


Batten, the only double winner in the 1972 Big Eight 


Championships, ranks third on the horizontal bar with an 
average score of 9.25, trailing a pair of Iowa Staters, Mark 
Graham (9 50) and Jim Stephenson (9 45). 


In the long horse, he ranks eighth at 9.15, but he has a 


1972-73 season best of 9.55, which is second only to a 9.65 
posted by Oklahoma's Tommy Yuen. 


"I've seen everyone compete and unless they've 


come up with some new vaults. I feel confident that I can 
win. I'm even confident that I can win the national cham- 
pionship in both events." 


The top three finishers in each event Saturday night 


will qualify for the NCAA Championships at Eugene, 
Ore., in April 


"Dual meets don't mean much," Batten stresses. 


"It's what you do in the final championships that counts." 


In addition to the two events where he is the defen- 


ding champion, the NU gymnast also figures to be com- 
peting in floor exercise in Saturday night's individual 
championships 


Team Battling For Second 


What events he will compete in, in addition to the 


horizontal bar and the long horse, Batten says will depend 
on how he fares in the team compulsory and team op- 
tional events slated for Friday and Saturday afternoons. 


While he is supremely confident of retaining his two 


individual championships, Batten concedes the team 
championship to Iowa State. 


"I don't think anyone can beat them." he says. "But 


we 11 be battling with Oklahoma for second 


"\Ve"\e got a much improved team over a year ago. 


Last year, we were scoring 150s and this year we've been 
scoring 159s and 160s 


"We've got some sophomores who have really come 


through. It seems that it takes a couple of years to get rid 
ot some ot the bad habits you had in high school. 


"And the team competition is one place where having 


the meet here can help us because oi the crowd being 
behind us. We've had the biggest crowds for our meets 
this year that we've had since I've been at Nebraska." 


While by that time he'll be in his second year of flying 


airplanes for the United States Air Force. Batten sees a 
national gymnastics championship trophy in the NU 
trophy case in the near future. 


"Nebraska will win the NCAA Gymnastics_Cham- 


pionships in 1975," Batten predicts with the same con- 
fidence he shows in his ability to repeat as the Big Eight 
champion in his two specialties.

"I want to play in the Mas- 


ters," Elder said, "but I won't 
change my game plan. I won't 
let it put any extra pressure on 
me." 


The controversy developed 


last week when Rep. Herman 
Badillo, D-N.Y., and 17 other 
congressmen petitioned the 
Masters to offer Elder a special 
invitation. The Masters de- 
clined 


Elder then was quoted as 


charging the Masters with 
changing their rules to exclude 
blacks. Elder denied making the 
statement and said. "If I were 
offered a special invitation, I 
wouldn't accept it. I'll make it 
on my own " 


Elder held a two-stroke lead 


over Bert Yancey and Tom Wat- 
son, who were tied at 67. 


Just one more stroke off the 


pace were Jack Nicklaus and 
Babe Hiskey. Nicklaus, who has 
had his problems in recent 
weeks, had eight birdies en route 
to his 68. 


The group at 69 included Lou 


Graham. Tommy Aaron. Larry 


Wood and Jim Ahern, Billy 
Casper took a 70 and Arnold 
Palmer a 72. Gary Player, win- 
ner of this tournament a year 
ago, and Lee Trevino are not 
competing. 


Elder called his effort on the 


7,080-yard Lakewood Country 
Club course "my most solid 
round of the year." He missed 
only one fairway and one green, 
didn't make a bogey and kept 
hitting his approaches dead on 
the flagstick 


He made only one long putt, a 


25-footer. for a birdie on the 
ninth hole. The rest came after 
his approaches left him within 
relatively short range.
